Franquismo: At present, the Army and the police services are supporters of
Franquism, ne well as many persons who have en economic steke in 1ts cone
tinuence. Haturelly, it will disappear completely and definitively with
its chief' and its comppnents will be integrated inte the above-mentioned
conservative groups. - _ \

Progresistas: The so-called Progressives lack strength and have no orgen-
izatlon or personality. Their position is confused. Few inportant people
belong to this sector. -

Reformistas: The Reformists do uot comprise & group of any importence
inside the country.

Al Servicio de la Republice: The Group inm the Service of the Republic is
enimportant and disorganized. Its founders heve brought conteumpt upon
themselwes by thelr vaoillations. (The uroup in the Service of the Re~
public wer Tounded just before the installntion of the Republic by Jose
Ortesa y jesset, Namon Perez de Ayala and Grepgoric Maranon.)

Republicanos Conservaderes: (members of the Partido PRepubliec:ne Conservedor,
which is led in France by Jiguel Maura) The Conservetive Republicins lack
organization. Few of them have persevered in thelir republicanism end many
have gone over to the monerchist camp. In sn election, they probably would
not vote as a bloc. Possibly the nmajority of them would vote alons with

the pro-republicen Catholies who follow ‘lanuel Jimenez Fernandez (former
CEDA Minister of Agrioulture under the Republie, at present living in
Seville).

Ra@icalas (members of the Partido Kadical, formerly led by ilejendre Lerroux)s
The Redicals are not orpanized. Leftist members of thig group have joined
the Izquierda Republicana and the Union Republicana. Its rightist adhereats
arc closely allied with the CLDA. The outstanding membera of this group
maintain an independent and isolated position. The Radicals would have
1little or no electoral strength.

Sindicelismo (The reference is probably to the ideology of the Partido
Sindicelista, founded by ingel Pestana{: Sindicalism is practically none
existent inside Spain.

Federales (members of the Partide Federsl Republicano): The Federuls are
gtrongly republicun in attitude, but are without strength or organization.
Having no mass following, the purty exists only through individuels, and
they are ¢f little staturc or siwmificance.

Partido Scoielista: The Socialist Party is serivunly divided. There is
one group loyal to the Republican Government-in-~fixile, which maintains

an attitude ol strict republicenism. Another group advoestes collaboration
with the rnonarchists und the holding of a plebiscite., Pinally, a third
brunch is charscterized by its friendly relations with the Communists.

Partido Commnistas The Communist Party ia proapering, thenks to the wne
fortunate attitude of the democracies toward the Spanish question, end the
shocking misery of the Spanish people. Its orgenization is highly developed
and complete. Today, its position is unconditionsally republican. Howewer,
it is not a perty of rigid attitudes snd it always adopts whatever position
it comsiders the most convenient for carrying out itseims. I+s inPluence
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is considerable and it has more or less enthusiastic sympathizers in all
the leftist partisss

15. snerquistes: The fnarchists have a good organization end strong groups in
several well populated reglons. The Anerchist group will have very conw
sidereble electoral strength if it maintasins a leftist position. Certain
of its leaders favor ccllaboration with the monarchists and recently have
been engaped in conversations and necotiations with them.

16, Izqulerda Republicana: The IR is divided into three groups. One, repro-
sented in the Bloque Republlicano, favors the Jiral Jovernment and the
legal institubions of the Lepublic; one, represented in the Alienza Ree
publicana Eapenola, advocates the formation of & “conciliation savernment"
with the monarchists; end one, intrensipgesntly republican in attitude,
denies the authority of all exile organizations and affirms the complets
sovereignty of the Interilor,

17, Unicn Republicana: The UR maintains a stristly republican position and
supports the Republican Government-in«Exile. It advocates the union aof
all the forces loyal to the Republic and opposes all commmnication or
gollaboration with monarchists. This perty is going through e period of
reorpanization, having suffered severe roverses,

18, Naclionalismo Vasco: DBasque Nutionalism hag sreat strength snd influence
in Buzkedi. 4he Basque dationalists support the Jiral Sovernment und
collaborate with the perties represented in it.

19, Racionalismo Catalen: Catelan lationalism is powerful im Catalenia and is
distinguished by the same characteristics for which it has always heen
known.

20, Jacionalismo Gallepo: Galician Hationalism is 4 product of the intellectuals
of Galigln.

21. Nacionalismo Talencisno: Valencian dationalism is practically non-existent,
althoush the ropglonalist perties still have amutonomist nspirations.

22, BSindical CNMS: The scope and strength of Falange sindioalism is great at
present, 1t will disappear with the fall of Franquismg

23, Sindicel UJiT: The Union General de Trabajadores is divided into a Commu=
nist asector und a Sccialist-denocratic sector,

24, Sindical C'T: The Confederacion Nacional del Trabajo has a pood orgenization
and sood morals., It is intrensipeant in its bitter anti-cormmunism.
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
